FRANK BRIDGE gained his reputation by his 6ymphonic 
poem “Isahella”, whieh was first played at Queen’s Hall Promen¬ 
ade Concerts in 1907. His earlier works included a string quartet, 
piano quintet, and several short pieces of chamber mušic. He also 
composed a symphonic suite, “The Sea.” W'hile visiting America 
in 1923 he conducted his own works with the Bo(3ton Symphony 
Orchestra and the New Yor'k Symphony Orchestra.

The 
whole work is pervaded by the indefinable atmospKeric beauty 
which has caused Debussy with Ravel to be regarded as great 
musical impressionfets. The Quartet is classical in feeling, as it 
has already come to be regarded.
